DESPERATE “ LIFERS” 
BREAK FROM THE PEM 


And Rush Through Streets 
of Rawlings, Killing and 
Wounding Citizens — The 
Town in a Panic and the 
Governor Is Urged to Send 
Troops, 


Rawlins, Wyo., October 13.—A battle 
raged early tonight in the state pent- 
tentlary. Locked inside the walls with 
hundredg of mutinoug prisoners, a few 
Buards fought desperately to restore 
order and prevent wholesale jail 
delivery. 

Camped outside the walls was a force 
of citizens heavily armed, ready to 
drive back the convicts if they mur- 
dered the remaining guards and made 
arush through the gates. Shouts and 
occasional shots told of desperate fight- 
ing within the walls, and it was rum- 
ored that several guards and convicts 
Were killed.

M. A. Crosby Shot Dead by 
Wife Who Commits Suicide, 


Bodies Found in Bedroom 
of Adel Home by Young 
Son—Believed Woman Had 
Sudden Attack of Insan- 
ity. 


Adel, Ga, October 13.—The dead 
bodies of M. A. Crosby, cashier of the 
Bank of Adel, and his wife were found 
in their bedroom this morning by 
their §-year-old gon. 

The woman was lying on the floor 
with a 38-caliber revolver tightly 
Clasped in her cold fingers and 4 
bullet through her brain. Crosby was 
in the bed with the covers still drawn 
over him and had met his death by a 
shot in the right eye. 

Tihe little lad, fearful, ran to neigh- 
bors’ and discovery of the tra- 
gedy the coroner’s inquest was held. 
The verdict held that both had come 
to their death at the hands of Mrs, 
Crosby. Sudden insanity on the part 
of the woman caused the tragedy is 
the only solution that intimate friends 
can offer. She had been somewhat 
Jespondent for some time because of 
slightly falling health. The couple 
lived happily as far as is known. The 
will of the dead man was found in a 
bureau drawer. It left everything to 
his wife and children. 

Mr. Crosby was raised in this com- 
runity and has Deen the cashier for 
the Bank of Adel for a number of 
yeara Mrs. Crosby was raised at 
Arlington, Ga., and was a Miss Colley 
before her marriage.

The town is in panic. Frantic tele- 
grams were sent to Governor Carey, 
now at Sheridan, imploring him to send 
State troops to protect the citizens. 
Townspeople barricaded themselves in 
their homeg tonight or, heavily armed, 
patrolled the streets. 

The outbreak today was the second 
within 24 hours. About 3 p. m. yes- 
terday, twenty prisoners escaped and 
nine were recaptured before 8 o'clock. 

At 2:30 this afternoon a party of des- 
perate life termers oOverpowered the 
keeper of the cellhouse, took his keys 
and released their comrades from their 
cells. Every prisoner willing to risk 
a battle with the Zuards made a rush 
furethe pates. 

A moment later the citizens of the 
town heard a fusillade of shots inside 
the walls. A bedlam of ghouts and 
yells echoed from the prison. A few 
seconds iater Mwre than a dozen men 
dashed down the main street armed 
With guns and Knives. Holding the 
few citizens on the street at bay with 
revolvers, they charged into a livery 
barn, holding up the proprietor and 
hastily throwing saddles and Lridles 
on the horses. 

Huge Negro With Revolver. 

A huge negro with a revolver was 
left ag guard on the outside. Charles 
Stressner, a barber, had heard the 
eommotion, and came down the street 
with a shotgun. The negro shot him 
through the head, killing him instantly. 

At the sound of tie shot the con- 
Victs swarmed from the barn, 
with stowien horses and some afoot. A 
Mexican wantonly stabbed the  pro- 
prietor in the face, Severely wounding 
him, and a few seconds later paid for 
the deed with his life. Hugh Rogner, 
a deputy sheriff, shot him twice,. kill- 
ing him almost instantly.

2,900 FINE CHICKENS 
CREMATED AT VALDOSTA 


Valdosta, Ga., October 13.—(Special.) 
One of the most s)ecctacular fires that 
has occurred in this section wiped out 
the main building of e Hunt poul- 
try farm last night, burning the 
building and about 2,900 fine White 
Leghorn and Barred Plymouth Rocx 
crickens. The farm is neariy two 
miles from the city, but the fire truck 
went out there and helped save ad.

The loss to the houses will amount 
to about $2,000, while the loss in 
chickens will hb three or four thousand 
dollars. There wassome i[nsurance on 
both the houses and fowls, though -he 
exact amornt could not be learned. 

The fire destroyed three-fourths of 
all in the farm and the most valu- 
abje chickens. Among them were Mr.

It has become known 
that F. A. Burgess, assistant grand 
chief of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, will today be appointed the 
representative of the trainmen on the 
arbitration board.

All eyes will turn from Atlanta, 
where the struggle between the labor 
clans and the railroads has centered 
for three days, toward Augusta, where 
the arbitration board tackles’ the 
knotty problem of the reinstatement. 
It may take a week, possibly two 
weeks, before the question is settled. 
\Much depends upon the selection of — 
the third member of: the” ; “The. 
Erdman act provides that if he Is not 
chosen within five days by the ap- 
pointees of the two contending forces, 
the third member shall be appointed by 
Judge Martin A. Knapp, of the com- 
merce court, and Charles P. Neill, com- 
missioner of labor. Mr. Neill will re- 
main in Atlanta till Monday or Tues- 
day, and if the wheels of arbitration 
run smoothly, his presence as mediator 
will not be needed any more. 

All passenger trains were run on the 
‘Georgia railroad Sunday and Sunday 
night—three each way. Cheers and 
congratulations met the morning 
trains at every station. In some places 
the people almost went wild with de- 
light, tossing up their hats and yelling 
at the top of their voices. 

First Train to Afianta. 

Train No. 1 rolled into Atlanta Sun- 
day afternoon at five minutes after 2— 
only fifteen minutes late. It carried 
four passenger coaches, filled with hap- 
py travelers. Three baggage cars and 
a mail car completed the train. The ex- 
press shipments carried on the trainr- 
going both ways Sunday morning were 
the heaviest carried in many months. 
Many important shipments were deliv- 
ered to the towns ak ng the route, that 
hal been delayed for many days, and 
caused loss and inconvenience to hua- 
dreds of people. 

Shipping Interests Hurt. 

But more important than the loss by 
delayed express is the material dam- 
age to the shipping interests of the big 
producé and wholesale houses. 

Freight will begin to move Monday, 
the very first since last Tuesday week, 
thirteen days ago. The forty-six yard- 
men of the Atlanta joint terminals will 
be on their jobs to switch and couple 
the freight trains, and the long lines 
of cars will begin to crawl out of At- 
lanta, and out of Augusta before noon 
Monday. Welcome will they be to the 
stranded merchants in Conyers, Cov- 
ington, Greensboro, Thomson and the 
many other live points along the road 
to Augusta. 

In estimating the loss to the state of 
Georgia that the strike has caused, the 
loss to the shipping interests is one of 
the largest. It has been estimated by 
students of labor and strike conditions 
that the loss to the general public— 
including the shippers, the travelers 
and the merchants in the towns affect- 
ed—amounts to as much as the com- 


i bined loss of the railroads and the la- 


bor organizations. This will make the 
loss to the public, then, amount to at 
least $175,000. 

Big Loss to Ratiroad. 

The loss to the Georgia railroad it- 
seif can sdfely be said to exceed $163,- 
000. For twelve days the road has re- 
ceived not a cent of income. At the 
same time thejy...penses have greatly 
increased, owf © to the treble wages 
paid to strikebreakers and the cost of 
bringing them from New York and 
Philadelphia. Expenses of former 
strikes are said to make it a general 
rule that the railroads lose twenty 
times as much as the strikers. The 
labor organizations have paid to thei“ 
300 striking trainmen and conductor 
over $5,000. Angther $1,000 has bee , 
paid for the board and expenses of thy 
strikers, while the salaries, traveling 
expenses, etc., of the eight labor vice

My 
amendment provided that no delegate 
whose right to a seat in the conven- 
tion was questioned by Governor Had- 
ley’s motion should have a right to 
vote on the selection of a member for 
the credentials committee or on its 
report. 

“Colonel Roosevelt in his statement 
of Saturday makes me responsible for 
Governor Hadley’s motion, and states 
that my motion charged that the Taft 
delegates were stolen. The resolution 
does not so state, and there is no 
possibility of placing upon it such a 
construction. 

“Governor Hadley himself said to 
the convention, in urging the adoption 
of his motion: 

“*I don't say that these charges are 
true. But, true or false, let us meet 
them here.’

AFTER RECORDS. 


High Cost of Living Will Be 
Dealt Blow by Mr. 


Farmer. 


>. 


The high cost of living will be dealt 
&@ solr plexus blow by honest Mr. 
Farmer and his whopper 1912 crops, 
says State Agricultural Commissioner 
J. J. Conner, after surveying the fig- 
ures of the 1912 crop estimate issued 
by the department of agriculture. The 
corn crop will fall short just a hair's 
breadth below the 3,000,000,000 bushel 
mark, and is easily the largest crop 
ever grown. Georgia will yield three 
and seven-tenths per cent of the corn 
produced in the Unjted States, and 
will rank second to Texas, the leader 
in the south. 

It is agreed that the bountiful har- 
vest by which the earth has fractured 
many former recurds is bound to make 
itself felt when Mr. Consumer pays 
his weekly grocery bills, and there 
is also hope expressed that it may 
develop shrinkage in the meat bill. 

Wheat Crop of South Largest. 

The wheat crop will be the fourth 
largest grown in the United States, 
but is 68,000,000 bushels less than the 
crop record. The production of pota- 
toes breaks the record with 4398,000,- 
000 bushels. This is 105,000,000 bushels 
more than last year’s yield and 9,000,- 
000 bushels more than the bumper 
crop of 1904. 

The barley crop is estimated at 209,- 
000,000 bushels, 650,000,000 more than 
last year. 

“The hay crop is the barometer of 
the size of the crop,” said a graia 
dealer. “Nothing in the line of crops | 
becomes really large until the hay 
yield is measured. This aggregates 
42,000,000 tons, 25,000,000 tons muore 
than last year, and 2,000,000 tons more 
than ever grown before in the United 
States,”’ 


The Big Wheat Crop. 

The fact that the year will witness 
the harvesting of 100,000,000 more | 
bushels of wheat than last year 
should have effect of reducing the cost 
of flour and flour products. With 
bumper crops grain men say that it is 
Only natural to expect that grain 
products of all kinds will be plentiful 
and prices will seek a lower level. 
There are many reasons why living ! 
should be cheaper when the bulk of| 
the crops begin to reach the market. 
Screenings from the wheat crop will | 
be plentiful, which means that poul- 
try feed will not cost so much and con- 
Sequently poultry prices ought to de- 
Cline. 

With plenty of corn on the market, 
it will not create fancy prices, which 
means that many farmers will Keep | 
it in the granaries and feed it to their 
stock. This should have the effect 
of relieving the present acute ‘short- 
age of cattle. Hogs of marketable 
size are expected to be plentiful, and 
consequently the top notch prices fur 
lard and pork products should be ma- 
terlally reduced. 

Vegetables Are Lower. 

Mrs. Economical Housewife is as- 
sured that there will be no exorbitant 
potato prices this winter. Potatoes 
constitute one of the nation’s staple 
crops. Cabbage, apple and onion prices 
are from 20 to 50 per cent lower than 
last year, and all other vegetables and 
fruits are low when compared with 
prices of recent years. 

It will be some time before a change 
in the cost of meats become appar- 
ent. Pork products advanced one cent 
a pound last week, and the advance 
affected bacon, ham and sausage. The 
increase followed the raise by pack- 
ers early last week, 

Europe is facing a serious’ crop 
shortage. During the harvesting period 
rain was almost constant in England 
and all over the continent, and what- 
ever surplus America has will be 
urgently needed abroad.

the facts as existing in this state. 

For instance, we are told that money | 
is plentiful, and yet it is reported that 
Atlanta banks have raised the rates on | 
loans 1 per cent in the past ten days. 

If this does not indicate a hardens 
ing of the money market, on the very | 
threshold of marketing the cotton croup, 
in Georgia, what does it mean? Cer- 
tainly not that money is either plenti- 
ful or cheap. 

Again, the statement is made that 
the cotton crop of Georgia this year 
will exceed the tremendous and un- 
precedented yield of 1911. This is 
clearly misleading. It is now an es- 
tablished fact that the cotton crop of 
Georgia this year will hardly exceed 
65 per cent of the growth of 1911, and 
in many sections the yield will not 
exceed 50 per cent of lasg year. 

It is also stated that the Georgia 
corn crop is the best this year in her 
history. The United States govern- 
ment bureau report on the condition 
of the corn crop in the United States, 
issued October 1, shows the condition 
of the Georgia crop to be 74 per cent 
of a normal production, as against 39 
per cent for the same period last year. 

There are thousands of farmers in 
the state who will not produce enough 
corn to last them to the end of this 
year, due to the long rainy season of 
last spring and summer. 

No. one can object to statements of 
fact, but optimistic writers predicting 
bumper yields of cotton under existing

conditions, and especially during the. 
marketing period of the crop, will tend! 
to have a depressing effect upon val- 
ues which the speculative element will 
be quick to take advantage of. 

In this connection | wish to say that 
the reports on spinners’ consumption 
of American cotton for the last twelve 
months, ending August $1, show’ a to- 
tal consumption of 13,957,330 bales, the | 
greatest consumption of American 
cotton in the world’s history of spin- | 
ning, and more than 2,000,000 bales 
in excess of the consumption for 1911. 

Hieretofore, the greatest world’s con- 
sumption of American cotton in any 
one -year was in 1909, when 12,100,600 
bales were consumed. 

-The south produced, in 1911, over 
16,000,000 bales of cotton, by far the 
greatest production ever harvested in 
this country. Notwithstanding this, 
we find at the end of August 31 last, 
that the world’s mili stocks of Ameri- 
can cotton are but 865,000 bales in 
excess of stocks on hand at the enu 
of August, 1911.

The Georgia apple is working won- 
ders in north Georgia. 

J.H. Hich . of Clarkesville, Ga. was 
in Atlanta last week in the interest 
of the organization of a new com- 
Pany to be known as the North Geor- 
Sia Fruit company, and has secured 
many active business men of the state 
as original incorporators, their names 
being presented in the petition for 
charter, published elsewhere. 

The petitionerg pray that their firm 
be incorporated under the above 
named title, with a capital stock of 
$50,000, ten per cent of which is to be 
paid in before commencing business, 
and with the privilege of increasing 
the capital stock to not exceeding 
$200,000. 

Some stock subscriptions have been 
paid in to date and by the time that 
the charter is granted the fully paid- 
in subscription ag required will be on 
hand, 

Fruit trees and fertilizers are being 
purchased and all the other requisites 
torunning ~ successful orchard. When 
the charter is granted the new con- 
cern will be ready to engage in ac- 
tive business. 

“The apple-raising industry in Hab- 
ersham county isa tremendous ven- 
ture,” said Mr. Hicks. “I am not in 
position to say just how much money 
has been invested in this industry in 
our section, but it will run Into sev- 
eral thousands of dollars and many 
thousands more are being invested.” 

“There are in the neighborhood of 
100 apple orchards in our section, not 
all commercial, however, but they give 
the reader an idea of the wonderful 
industry that is being engaged in. 

“In my tmmediate neighborhood there 
are three big orchards, the Piedmont, 
with 1,927 acres; the Habersham, with 
1,850 acres,.and the Soque river, with 
475 acres. Their output per season is 


'so tremendous that 1 cannot even esti- 


mate it. 

“Understand, that orchards do not 
pay anything the first three or four 
years, and therefore we find it profit- 
able to engage in truck farming be- 
trees, raising principally 
toes and potatoes for com- 
the revenue gained 
from this co-industry paying the ex- 
penses of the developing of the 
orchards until the trees bear. 

“The apple industry in this section 
is not new——but our people are just 
beginning to realize its wonderful 
promise. .There are some trees in this 
section 15 years old that bear fifty 
busneis of apples in one crop. 

“An idea of the immensity of this 
industry can be gained from the fol- 
lowing: Presume that each tree bears 
fifty bushels in a season. Figure this 
on the acreage of the Piedmont 
orchard, which has 1,927 acres, with 
about an average of sixty trees to the 
acre. This would give an annual out- 
put of 1,781,000 bushels of apples a 
season. 

“Of course these figures may he 
overestimated in some respects, but 
they give the reader an idea of the 
tremendous work that is going on in 
this section. 

“Habersham county is a great apple 
section. In fact, I believe that it ranks 
with the best in the world. Thatlam 
not too enthusiastic in this statement 
‘is evidenced by the fact that at the 
exposition a few years 
ago, Habersham county took the second 
cash prize for the best apples raised 


any where.”

Gainesville Invaded by Negroes. 

Gainesville is being invaded as a 
haven of refuge Ly hordes of negroes 
from Forsyth and neighboring counties, 
who have been driven from their homes 
by indignant whites. The negro sections 
of the city have been flooded with 
safety-seeking negroes, and scores of 
shanties and dwelling houses shelter 
48 many as six or more families. 

All roads entering Gainesville from 
the southeast are flanked by improvis- 
ed camps, sheltering the fleeing blacks, 
and many families are forced to live 
temporarily in the wagons in which 
they fled from thetr homes. 

This influx of negroes has created a 
wave of resentment throughout the 
hot-tempered and lawless element. of 
the section. Demonstrations expressive 
of thig attitude have already resulted, 
and to cope with the situation Chief of 
Police “Bud” Smith has been forced to 
strengthen the police force. 

Anonymous letters have been sent 
almost every planter in the hill coun- 
try, demanding the dismissal of all ne- 
gro laborers, and their ejection from 
the premises. Most of these missives 
threaten arson and dynamiting of the 
houses in which the negroes live as 
penalty for disobeyance. In many iIn- 
stances. mobs of whites appeared at 
negro homes on farms and openly de- 
manded evacuation of the shacks and 
shanties. 

These threatening letters and plac- 
ards posted on mail boxes and in negro 
neighborhoods are betng forwarded to 
Judge Gaston for investigation. Fed- 
eral action probably will be taken to 
punish the persons. sending the 
threatening missives through the malls. 

House Bombarded by Mob, 

Friday night a mob of whites ap- 
peared at the home of Joe Hood, a 
negro, living about three miles north 
of Gainesville. A spokesman Ccemanded 
Hood's removal from the vicinity. The 
negro slammed the door in the white 
A fusillade of shots was 
fired by the crowd into the house. 
Hood, his wife and family barricaded 
themselves behind mattresses and bed- 
ding, escaped unhurt, although 
their was riddled with bullets.

Sheriff Crow is investigating the 
bombardment of the negro house.

Notonly 
has the entire section suffered from 
the abandonment of farms and loss of 
labor from the fleeing negroes, but 
prominent business men of Gainesville 
have received the brunt of attacks by 
hostile whites. Many black chauffeurs 
of the city have been ordered to give 
up thelr jobs, and anonymous letters 
demanding the disinissal of negro em- 
Pployees have been sent to scores of 
business men and well-known resi- 
dents.
